the good fortune which had come 
to him. Vi-Kvnin MTIIinotori 
Koo wa.s a favorite with his 
fellow-students. He had achiev- 
ed high honor in Colrimhia Uni- 
versity, and it w^s felt that he 
would reflect ci'edit upon it. This 
quiet youth, who seemed hut a 
hoy in vears, had just received a 
cable message appointing him as 
Engli.^h secretary for tlie new 
president in China— -a position of 
the utmost importance.

We Impe you wdli he 
p!ea.-ed with the gift. It is rmt 
much, but we hope to do belter 
every year.” 

The impulse toward mission I
